One Dying, Three Hurt, From 
Duel of C, Snipes and W. E, 
Bolton 


MACON, Ga., Oct, 11,—In a pistol 
duel here this afternoon on Third street 
in front of Dannenberg Department 
store, Charles Snipes shot and mortally 
wounded W. E. Bolton and also shot 
down, Charles Simpson and T. B. Little, 
the latter two being bystanders on the 
street. Snipes is said to have been shot 
in the hand but not serlously hurt, 
He escaped after the shooting and at 
6 o'clock tonight had not been appre- 
hended. 

An old grudge between Bolton and 
Snipes is said to have caused the shovot~ 
ing. When the two men met on Third 
street, both reached for their pistols 
and began shooting. After emptying his 
pistol, Bolton ran into the vestibule of 
the department store to reload his r 
vélver, and before he could fire again, 
Snipes shot him through the stomach. 
He is alsu shot in the head.

Simpson, Little and Bolton are now 
in the hospital the last being expected 
to die. 

The street was crowded with aftér-

R. B. Herrington, engineer in charge’ 
of the new crematory for the Destruc- 
tor company, which erected it, declares 
that the plant will be running full blast 
again by Monday morning. In the 
meantime, he says, all of the garbage 
new stacked in the pit will have been 
incinerated. 

While not taking issue with the en- 
gineer’s statement that the plant may 
be running full blast by Monday, Claude 
L. Ashley, chairman of the sanitary 
commission of council, asserts that un- 
til the Destructor company strengthens 
its auxiliary machinery, breakdowns 
will be continual. He declares that 
unless the company does strengthen the 
machinery at least by putting in a dy- 
namo which will generate a 50-kilo- 
watt current per hour instead of a 35, 
that he will never sign a voucher giving 
the company full payment for the plant. 

MOTOR BREAKS DOWN. 

The motor, which operates one of the 
hoists which brings the garbage from 
the pit, where it is dumped by the city, 
to the furnaces, broke down Friday aft- 
ernoon, The plant continued operation, 
however, until 7 o'cfSck Saturday morn- 
ing, when the armature of the motor 
ogerating the second hoist literally blew 
out, 

The crematory was then shut down 
Completely until 2 o'clock Saturday aft- 
ernoon, when the first motor was put 
back into commission, In the meantime 
about 125 tons of garbage, or about 
half of that brought to the plant, had 
to be carted away to the old dumping 
grounds. 

Late Saturday afternoon there was a 
huge quantity of garbage still in the 
pits, but Engineer Herrington declared 
that it could be disposed of Sunday, as 
there is no additional dumping at 
plant on that day. 

NO EXPLANATION.

Georgia’s Opportunity 
in Cattle Raising. 


Predictions that the price of beefsteak will go 
to a dollar a pound have brought forth divers sug- 
gestions for increasing the production of cattle. The 
simplest plan yet proposed is that every farm in 
the country raise at least two beeves a year. This 
enterprise is particularly commendable to the South 
where every natural circumstance is favorable to 
the livestock industry. 

The climate and soil of Georgia are ideally suited 
to cattle raising. The temperate winters reduce to a 
minimum the cost of housing and feeding, Open 
pasturage is available the year around. Forage of 
the finest quality can be grown more easily in this 
section than in any other part of the Union. There 
are thousands of acres now idle which could be 
used for this purpose with rich profits to the indi- 
vidual owner and immeasurable benefits to the State 
and country as a whole. 

If three hundred thousand Georgia farms pro- 
duced each year two beef steers valued at a minimum 
ot seventy-five dollars a head, the State’s annual out- 
put would amount to forty-five million dollars; or, 
if wach farm produced five a year—and that could 
easily be done—they would yield more than one 
hundred and twelve millions annually, at the low 
estimate of seventy-five dollars a head. 

The sustaining and stimulating effect of so much 
additional wealth would count wondrously for the 
independence of the farm and for the progress of 
all other interests. It is calculated that Georgia 
now lacks some thirty-seven million dollars a year 
of making enough monty out of its cotton crop to 
pay for its food supplies purchased In distant sec- 
tions. If the plan suggested were followed, thic 
‘enormous deficit would at once be wiped out and 
leave a handsome balance of trade in our favor. 

Cattle raising conducted in this manner would 
not encroach upon agricultural concerns; on the.con- 
trary, it would strengthen all the interests of the 
farm. It would make the State selfaupporting in- 
stead of dependent upon other territory for its food 
supplies, The continual increase in the price of 
beef, due to a decline in cattle production, constt- 
tutes a grave national problem. Georgia and the 
South have a rare opportunity to serve their own and 
the common country's interests by utilizing their 
natural resources for cattle raising.

Five Hundred Saved by Wireless. 


Terrible as was the loss of\life on the steamship, 
Volturna, which was swept by, fire and tempest in 
mid-ocean, the consoling and--wonderful. fact looms 
out that more than five hundred of. her-passengers 
and crew were saved throfigh\the miracle of wireless 
telegraphy.

A distress call from the fated vessel reached the 
Carmania seventy-eight miles away and the latter, 
crowding on full steam, turned -from its course and 
fn the teeth of a gale sped to the Volturno’s ‘aid. 
Other calls were sounded and before night fell. ten 
giant liners were riding within view of the flaming 
ship. 

One life boat after another was wrecked or driven 
back by -the storm, but over five hundred people 
were rescued from the Volturno's decks. On @ calm 
Bea every passenger and member-of the crew would 
probably have been sayed.

Two Great Benefits is 
Of a City Market. 


‘HE joint committee from Council and the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, which is to devise plans for 
establishing a public market in Atlanta, has a pecu- 
liarly important and inspiring task. A public mar- 
ket is imperatively needed to reduce the city’s bur- , 
densome cost of living; further delay“in providing 
such relief would be rank injustice to the people 
and a grave detriment to the commumity’s progress. 
A market is needed also to develop th® agricultural 
resources of the outlying country. Upon: these rural 
districts, Atlanta's future growth and sustenanc 
largely depend. To them, the city must look’ for'a 
considerable portion of its food supply, its trade and 
prosperity. A central market, assuring a steady de-, 
mand for truck products, will’do more than anything 
else to upbuild and enrich this neighboring territory. 
Thus by devising and putting into effect a practical 
market plan, the committee will not only solve the 
immediate problem of high prices but will also cre- 
ate a new source of enterprise and unfailing wealth. 
The encouragement of truck farming is recognized 

as a matter of prime importance in every part of 
Georgia; and far-sighted towns are lending syste- 
matic aid to such industries because’a greater variety 
and abundance of food crops will benefit merchants 
and bankers and manufacturers as well as farmers 
aff. will quicken all the channels of business. , At- 
lanta’s opportunity in this regard is especially in- 
yiting. She has the railroad and highway connec- 
great market center; she’ has 


tions necessary to 
a population that creates a heavy and continuous 
demand for fresh table supplies; sh¥ is in the heart 
of a naturally fruitful region. It only remains for 
her to provide a regular and convenient means of 
direct exchange between coasumers and producers. 
That done, the development of truck farms in the 
adjacent country will speedily follow. 

“ The establishment of a public market 
daubtless show that much foodstuff is already raised 
on the farms of this territory, vegetables and poultry 
and eggs which do not now find their way to the 
city simply Because there is no economic system for 
their public sale.-'The farmer thus loses a potentially 
rich source of income while the consumers pays the 
naturally high prices.of products imported from dis- 
tant sections. A mayket would bring into circula- 
tion this store of now latent supplies which, though 
individually smal, would collectively amount toa 
great deal. 

More important still would be the stimulus of a 
public market to truck farming as an independent 
industry and, indeed, to agricultural interests as a 
whole. This is a matter that peculiarly concerns 
Fulton county. According to United States census 
reports, this county had twenty-three per cent fewer 
cattle, twenty per cent fewer hogs, eighty per cent 
fewer sheep and forty-three per cent less poultry in 
1910 than in 1900. Within the same decade the 
farms cultivated by owners in this county 
decreased from forty-eight to forty-one per 
cent; the county lost thirty-six per cent of 
its corn acreage, seven per cent of its oat 
acreage and sixty-flVe per cent of its wheat 
acreage. These figures, for which we are indebted to 
the Georgia Club of the State Normal School at 
Athens, are explained in part, of course, by Atlanta’s 
rapid expansion but by no means entirely so. There 
is still in Fultom county an abundance of land which 
ought to be producing food necessaries and which 
would produce them, if the city offered the encourage- 
ment of a well-conducted market. It is.to the vital 
interest of Atlanta that the impoverishment of her 
bordering country be checked. The more rapidly the 
city grows the greater will be its need of nearby 
farms on which its population can depend for fresh 
table commodities. : 

‘A’ forceful’ example of:the city market's enriching 
influence upon the,surrounding country is found in 
Nashville and Davidson county, Tennessee. ‘The 


would 


“farmers of ‘that districtsare famed for thrift and 


prosperity. They raise not. only the larger staple 
crops but a variety of specialties and they are en- 
couraged in this enterprise because, as a recent 
writer observes, “anything a farmer can produce in 
Davidson county he can turn into ready cash at a 
good profit:in the Nashville City market. The meat, 
butter, eggs, poultry and vegetables on sale in the 
market stalls are almost invatiably home raised. In- 
vestigation showed that only two commodities were 
shipped from a distance.” 

It is worth noting in this connection that the 
farmers around Nashville get nearly thirty per cent 
more for their products while the consumers pay 
ten per cent less than do those of Atlanta. It is 
Nashville's public market that makes the difference. 
The establishment of a direct means of exchange is 
beneficial equally to the country producer and the 
city consumer. It upbuilds those rural interests 
which constitute the city’s reserve strength. The 
steady demand it creates for truck products leads to 
&@ greater diversity of agriculture while at the same 
time the steady supply of truck products it assures 
reduces the city’s cost of food. 

These benefits can be seaured for Atlanta, as they 
have been for scores of other communities, if a pub- 
lic market or a series of such markets is established. 
The longer this need is neglected the more difficult 
and burdensome will become the many problems to 
which it gives rise. The city must act promptly, or 
suffer very seriously. The joint committee from 
Council and the Chamber of Commerce can render 
invaluable service and saye inestimable loss by 
pressing this great enterprise to the speediest pos- 
sible consummation.

The Franco-Spanish Alliance. 


The long-predicted Franco-Spanish alliance now 
seems fairly on the way to consummation. President 
Poincare is soon to return King Alfonso’s recent 
visit, doubtless with a view toward a complete un- 
derstanding between the two Governments. The peo- 
ple of both countries are sald to be heartily in favor 
ef a compact for mutual aid and defense and Eng- 
land’s attitude is altogether friendly. 

‘The direct and, perhaps, the larger advantage of 
such an alliance would fall to Spain. That nation 
is ‘tow peculiarly isolated in European diplomacy, 
a condition which has untoward as well as fortunate 
aspects. Its military and naval strength is almost 
negligible beside that of any of the Powers; its 
tréasury is beggared and at the same time is bur- 
dened with a debt of some two billion dollars; its 
interests im Morocco are sadly in need of attention 
but without moral and financial support it can make 
scant progress in that field. In these circumstances, 
the sympathy and aid of France would be inval- 


) uable and Spain could well afford to join her rich

Co-operative Methods 
_In Town Marking. 


The value of organized, co-operative effort among 
track growers in maiketing their products is force- 
fully described m a recent interview with President 
Finley of the Southern Railroad. The problems of 
selling are no less important than those of cultiva- 
tion, Businesslike methods in disposing of a crop 
must supplement scientific methods in raising it, if 
the farmer is to zeceive his due; and especially is 
this true of truck commodities. The profit to be 
derived from fruits and vegetables depends very 
largely upon the manner in which they are marketed. 

It now happens not infrequently than one center 
of demand will ‘be glutted, while at a neighboring 
point there will be a scarcity of the same product; 
the result is beggarly prices in the one instance and 
excessively high prices in the-other, which is as un- 
fortunate for the farmer as for the general public. 
Organizations among truck growers would go far’ 
toward remedying this condition. As President Fin- 
ley suggests, a group of growers, employing business- 
like methods, get complete and definite informa- 
tion that is beyond the reach of the individual, daily 
information concerning markets the country over. 
Products can thus be shipped and distributed with 
an accurate view toward supply and demand and to 
the greater advantage of sellers and buyers alike. 

Co-operative marketing has the further value of 
economy in transportation. It enables the farmers 
of a particular district to ship in carload lots, to 
improve their methods of packing and, as Mr. Finley 
points out, to provide some effective means “to take 
care of the culls and of all surplus production that 
the markets will not absorb in a fresh state.” ‘This 
latter end can be attained by the establishment of 
canneries and other plants for utilizing left-overs. 

The development of truck-farm interests in Geor- 
gia makes it more and more important that planters 
study and adopt co-operative methods of marketing. 
Fruit growers already enjoy the advantages of such 
a system and in several counties truck growers have 
organized for the purchase of supplies and the ship- 
ment of their commodities. As the farmers avail 
themselves of this and other businesslike plans, the 
State's agricultural wealth and progress will be- 


come steadily more pronounced.

Americans will inquire: What manner of man is 
this who has become the conservator of a mighty em- 
Pire? Intellectually, that is to say in sheer mental 
Power and maturity, Senator Root alone among our 
statesmen could fairly be considered the compeer of 
Mr. Asquith, but in conception of the functions and 
duties of leadership Mr. Roosevelt bears the more 
Striking “resemblance. Just as in 1901 one could 
Prophesy with the utmost assurance that, whatever 
else Mr. Roosevelt might prove to be in the White 
House, he would never be a president of the McKinley 
type, 80 it was impossible to doubt that Mr. Asquith’s 
accession meant not only a new man, but a now appre- 
ciation of his office and a new way of utilizing its 
powers. The transition from the one premier to the 
other, while not the same in degree, was essentially 
the same in kind as the transition from the one presi- 
dent to the other. Not that Mr. Roosevelt and Mr, 
Asquith have much in common. Far from it. One 
could more easily discover in them points of contrast 
than of comparison. The prime minister has none of 
the ex-president’s fidgety activity, or of his sanguine, 
explosive impetuosity, or of his engaging many-sided- 
ness, or of his passion for propounding estimable veri- 
ties that hitherto had always been taken for granted, 
or of his headlong, hectoring temperament, or of his 
genius for advertisement.

Mr. Asquith has none of Mr. Roosevelt's engaging 
frankness, but there never arises in one’s mind the 
faintest doubt of his complete genuineness or his per- 
fect freedom from any form of vanity. His reputed 
allenation from human sympathies, too, is wholly myth- 
ical, He would never think of kissing strange babies 
to curry favor with the electorate, but no man is moro 
devoted to the children he knows or better loved by 
them in return. Leru Rosebery surprised England 
when he declared that Mr. Asquith possessed qualities 
of ‘heart surpaSsing even his qualities of head, but to 
his intimates the assertion bore no trace of novelty. 
His emotions are less vivid and, of course, much less 
in evidence than Mr. Roosevelt's, but they live, never- 
theless, as the most powerful, even dominating, at- 
tributes of q strong man’s nature. The impression to 
the contrary, as with Senator Root, 1s due to well-nigh 
Perfect control which finds its genesis partly in rec- 
ognition of the dignity of his position, but chiefly jn a 
wholly unaffected emplicity amounting almost to shy- 
ness. To one who recalls the custom enforced by Mr. 


Roosevelt of dinner guests rising from the table and 
Standing humbly and dumbly till the president has 
taken bis place, the contrast In the great room built 
for William Pitt in Downing street, where not even a 
lull in conversation attends the entrance of the prime 
minister, is as pleasing as it is marked.—George Har- 
vey, in the North American Review for October.

Senate Has Many Amendments

Thorough. discussion of the bill in 
tire senate is certain, and there will 
be. many amendments. Many senators, 
both, Democratic ard Republican, have 
become convinced that’the bill, as it 
Passed the. house, is. defective and un- 
workable, and that it will have to be 
modified in important. particulars. 

In fact, many Republicans are saying 
that they could strike the Democratic 
party no harder blow from a purely 
Partisan standpoint than to let the bill 
gothrough the senate as it stands. 
They say large numbers of banks would 
stay out of! the system, and with the 
weakening of the natiohal banking 
system the Democratic party would be 
‘wrecaed. - 

The! opinion expressed by Senator 
Hoke Smith yesterday that the com- 
mittee would report. about November 
15,-and that the bill would be passed 
in the reguiar session in December or 
January, ecoincides*with the opinion ex- 
pressed in many other quarters. 

The senate banking committee has 
revised its list of witnesses, and will 
Probably continue taking testimony 
until about October 25. Most of the 
members of the committee feel that 
the hearings have been valuable. The 
testimony of Frank Vanderlip, A. F. 
Dawson, of Iowa, and James G. Can- 
non, of New York, this week ia re- 
garded as' helpful to the committ 

The fact that the currency situation 
is so shaped that passage of a bill be- 
fore the regular session is improbable, 
means the speclal session will run into 
the regular session, or approximately 
so, with a probable recess next week. 
Congress will sit with practical con- 
tinulty right through from now until 
the regular session opens, and then it 
will hold a regilar session which will 
probably not end until June or after. 

Many members are lamenting the 
fact that they may lose their mileage, 
because the two sessions connect with 
each other.

The Advantages of Community 
Clubs 


ie many sectious of Georgia, if 


a community club were 
and get together, {t would be sur- 


formed that would co-operate 


prising what could be accom- 
plished from such work. For in- 
stance, in every wirekly settlea 


community people could club to- 
gether and buy in greater quanti- 
ties and at much tess price differ- 
ent things that they need and 
utilize on the farm than can be 
bought by single individual: On 
the other hand, much progress 
can be made in live stock, poultry 
and the buying of good seed by 
people getting together and or- 
dering in a large lot just what 
they want. I know of several 
parties who have Joined together 
and made up money sufficient to 
buy a good horse, a good bull and 
a good hog in several communi- 
ties, and the benefits they have 
derived from this work are un- 
told. 

I have in mind especially three 
different communities where sev- 
ai have clubbed together and bought bulls at a cost of something 
ike $100 each, and in all three of these communities I know to my 
fnowledge of between fifty and a hundred splendid heifer calves that 
jaye been produced from these animals at ‘practically no cost in com- 
m to the increased value of the animals. Fer instance, in one 
especially these fifty heifers that have come from one animal will 
asily sell for $25,more apiece than if they had come from the ordinary 
nb cattle that are in this community. This one cross of thorougn- 
jred blood onto the native cattle for one year’s work has been worth 
wy, at $20 each, in filty animals, $1,000, at a cost of $100 for the 
gale which increased these values. These males have been used three 
wars and have practically repeated this incrase every year, and will be 

for several years more. Two of these parties have bought again 
en better males, woich will make an additional increase. Considering 
ihe smalf amount of money necessdry to obtain such great adyantages, 
4 le surprising that more people do not take advantage of these 
opportunities. 

It 1s surprising how much increased value a $100 male can put tn 
ycommunity in a few years’ time, and this year, when people are in a 
yosition to do so, they should get together and not only organize and 
wy live stock, but they should buy their farming implements, seed 
ind fertilizer the same way. ‘Ten dollars to $25 chipped in from each 
individual does not make it hard on any one-person. They soon get 
ier money back, or good interest on tae investment, and it 1s surpris- 
ing how much good can be derived from co-operating in these lines. 
No one who has not studied these conditions or seen the benefits de- 
rived from them can appreciate what they are worth to a community. 
jo the marketing of many products and in the buying of same many 
ulvantages are offered, and by having one live, wide-awake, progressive 
nan in a community to look after the detail work (even if he has to 
ve paid a small salary) is an asset or a value to a community that but 
few people realize. It is surprising what a few hundred dollars, a small 
amount from each individual, will do for any community, and when we 
we on every hand the necessity of improvement of our live stock and 
woultry breeding in this respect we should by all means get busy anc 
take advantage of the opportunities offered us in this line. 

The sale of one bale of cotton will buy or place m a community 
in antmal of untold value. This same small amount of money will 
bring to a community a splendid lot of fowls or several good pigs that 
in time to come will be worth thousands of ‘dollars if properly taken 
care of. The same thing can be said of farm implements, and this 
yer, while hundreds of farmers can afford to do so, it would be a wise 
‘hing for each to set aside or give to his wife and children the value of 
one bale of cotton, to be invested in a good cow, a few good chickens or 
some good pigs. If they are properly taken care of, during some year 
when the cotton crop is short you will have installed on the place the 
offspring or product of these animals that can be converted into many 
times what the original investment called for, and will usually be a 
steut help at a time when you least expect it. 

Por $10 any community can club together and buy five good cock- 
els of any thoroughbred variety to cross onto\their native hens, or, 
for $15, a good pen of thoroughbred fowls, four_hens and one rooster. 
Pie or ten settings of eggs can be bought in one omder and shipped at 
ou express rate, and divided up in this community, For $50 three 
sod pigs or a good brood sow can be had, and for $75 to $100 a good 
mv or a good thoroughbred bull can be placed in any community 
And the value to be derived from the purchases in years to come is 
mold. There are but few who realize how much these small Invest- 
ments are worth to a section; and, of all the years that this work 
should be taken up and carried out, this is one of the seasons. in 
‘ime of plenty prepare for.such things. The day is coming. when our 
fountry will be looked upon as One of the greatest on the globe, and 
ihe sooner we can diversify our crops and co-operate in buying and 
‘telling the better off we will be. I have seen the good effects in many 
lislances this line of work has done for different communities, and if 
(thas been good for one section it surely is for others. And, by organ- 
sing and getting these things in working order now, while we are in a 
psition to do so, we could save thousands of dollars to our country, 
‘nd bring happiness and satisfaction to many sections where but little 
‘oterest of this kind has heretofore been demonstrated. Talk to your 
felghbors and friends and get to-° 
sether on this subject, and you wil! 
Hol regret the time ane effort spent 
in this direction

Some time while the people of Israel 
were at Sinai Moses was joined by his 


wife, Zipporah, who was a Cushite. In 
some way she and Moses’ sister Miriam, 
did not get along very well. There is 
no evidence to show that Zipporah had 
done anything to induce the disfavor 
of Miriam, but. because of some femin- 
ine disagreement there was not the best 
feeling between them. Up until this.time 
there had not been. any outward mani- 
festation of this dislike, and probably 
there never would have been any had 
it not beenused by Miriam and Aaron 
as an excuse for a graver , sin 
theirs. 

Miriam was twelve years older than 
Moses, and Aaron was three years old- 
er, You will recall that Miriam had 
been set to watch the ark of bulrushes, 
and through her ready wit had assured 
the salvation of her baby brother by 
securing the services of his own moth- 
er. I have no doubt but that she took 
a keen interest in his advancement, and 
when he had returned to Egypt to lead 
the people out, she was one of his most 
trusted councillors and helpers. But 
now the continued success of Moses and 
the place of prominence into which he 
had been thrust were in a measure re- 
sponsible for the feelings of envy and 
jealousy which were beginning to grow 
in. her heart towards him, She had not 
crushed this out at once, as she should 
have done, but'had allowed it to grow. 
If Aaron had had any such feelings 
in his heart they had been dormant un- 


til after he had been so severely re- 
buked by Moses for his part in the 
matter of the golden calf. I don’t be- 


lieve that Aaron would have been guilty 
of this sin had he not allowed Miriam 
to influence him. He had been elevat- 
ed to the sacred office of the high priest, 
and the homoge which was paid him 
was in a.measure no less great than 
that. given Moses by the people. Aaron, 
however, was of a rather yielding 
character, and Miriam was an unusual- 
ly forcible woman. She used her fem- 
inine prejudice against Zipporah, who 
belonged to another race, as a cloak to 
cover her most disgraceful sin, envy. 
Nothing had been sald about Moses’ 
marriage through all these years, but 
now it fs used as an excuse; this is 
shown by the words which they used 
in this connection. They resented the 
act that God had spoken through Moses 
so much, and were piqued because He 
had not spoken through them. The con- 
nection of Zipporah ‘with the matter 
was a side issue, an dwas not the real 
issue at all

Suddenly God called Moses, Aaron 
and Miriam to meet Him at the door of 
the tabernacle, then leaving Moses there 
He called the two who had been guilty 
ef such a heinous sin, envy, one side 
and spoke to them in the most severe 
terms, He called their attention to the 
fact that while He had spoken through 


other men and women, He had done so 
by means of visions; but Moses was 
unique in that He had spoken face to 


face with him, as a man speaks to his 
friends. When they recognized that God 
had shown such a peculiar liking for 
Moses, how 
him, or how dared any 
saying, God withdrew, A 
was lifted from the tabernacle. This 
was the greatest punishment that God 
could have inflicted upon Miriam and 
Aaron. It is the greatest punishment 
that He ean inflict upon you. In Hts 
presence there is fullness of joy; in His 
absence there is no joy whatever. The 
outward ‘manifestation of displeasure 
and withdrawal was shown by the fact. 
that Miriam, a woman ninety-five years 
old, became leprous, as white as. snow.

One of the signs which God 
used to signify to Moses that He would 
give him success was that his hand be- 
came leprous when he put it into his 
bosom. Possibly the. only reason why 
this tendency had not shown itself be- 
fore in Miriam was because of the re- 
straining influence of the presence of 
God. Now that God had withdrawn Him- 
self, the disease broke out all at once. 
You can have no greater blessing than 
the consciousness of God's presence 
with you always. May God spare you 
the curse of withdrawing Himself. 
REASON FOR PROMINENCE.

WHY THEY LIKE INDIAN PLAYS 


STORY OF THOMAS, MAN 


Rev. Alex W. Bealer Writes tn- 
terestingly on Biblical 


“And Thomas was not 
when Jesus came.” 

These words tell the sad story of a 
man of the long ago who stayed away 
from meeting on the day of worship. 
He was one of the disciples of Jesus, 
and yet he missed one of the meetings 
in which his brethren received a great 
blessing. 

It was tne first Sunday evening 
meeting that had taken place since the 
| crucifixion of Jesus., Ten of the men 
| who had followed the Lord through his 
| eventful ministry were gathered to- 
gether in the place of worship. <A pe- 
culiar sadness pervaded this girst meet- 
ing for the news had come to them 
that the body of Jesus had mysterious- 
ly disappeared from the tomb in which 
it had been laid so tenderly by their 
loving hands. They did not know but 
that it had been stolen away so that it 
might be mutilated or exposed to pub- 
lic shame. But the situation was com- 
plicated when Mary ‘Magdalene re- 
ported that she had met the Lord and 
when those two travelers came in from 
Emmaus to report that he had walked 
and talked with them as they jour- 
neyed. 

And while they talked Jesus himself 
stood in the room. At first they 
thought they were looking upon a spit- 
it and their hearts failed them for 
fear. They were about to flee when 
the old familiar salutation sounded 
from His lips: “Peace be unto you.” 
Then He held out His pierced hands 
for them to see where they had been 
torn by the nails. He breathed upon 
them and.said: “‘Receiye ye the Holy 


with them 


Spirit.” 
We do not know how long he re- 
mained in that room, but the minor 


chord in the story is sounded 
words, “And Thomas was not with 
them when Jesus came.” For the ben- 
efit of those who may be tempted to 
stay away from meeting tomorrow I 
want to call atterition to some of the 
striking points of this story. 
THE NEEDS OF THOMAS 

At this time we needed spiritual 
strength. When Jesus had been seized 
and put to death upon the cross a 
ghastly doubt as to the divinity of the 
Master seemed to have entered his 
mind. He was down in the depths and 
he needed strength... 

Thomas needed worship. This is 
nothing more than the movement of 
the soul toward God. He had all the 
strength that Thomas needed, and if 
he had moved toward Him instead, of 
away from Him it would have been 
weil and this story would never have 
been written. Thomas needed the 
strength that would come to him from 
social worship. This need was recog- 
nized by the great God in the begin- 
ning and He made it obligatory that 
His people should meet together for 
social worship. In the public assem- 
bly of the saints joy kindles joy, while 
Taith, like an electric current, leaps 
from heart to heart until even the 
most callous feels a thrill which he 
can find nowhere else in all the world. 
One comes to the meeting discouraged 
but the hopefulness of another or the 
optimistic message of the preacher 
strikes a spark of hope in his heart 
and he is uplifted. Here is another 
who is weak in faith but the abiding 
confidence In the face and speech of 
another goes like a tonic into his debil- 
itated soul and he is refreshed. 

THE CAUSE OF HIS ABSENCE, 

I have often wondered why Thomas 
was absent from this meeting. We are 
left to speculate on the reason that kept 
him away. It could not have been that 
the rain kept him at home. It seldom 
rains enough in that country for such a 
thing to happen, and if it had rained 
real hard it would not have kept the 
disciples from meeting. It might have 
been the hot weather. That is an excuse 
old enough to have been used by. Thom- 
as but I believe he had too much self- 
respect to make use of it. 

If Thomas had been ving in Geor- 
gia today he might have gone out in the 
country in the morning to see some 
friends and to look over a, promising 
patch of cotton and when he came home 
he. would have been too worn out to go 
to meeting. It might have been said of 
him, had he been living here today, that 
he used Sunday in making a journey so 
that he wouldy not lose it from his bust- 
ness. But I cannot for a moment think 
that Thomas, as wishy-washy as he waa 
would have so far forgotten himself as 
to have used the day in this way. \ 

I think Thomas was taken up with 
thoughts of the world. . Like the other 
disciples he was doubtless figuring on 
a temporal kingdom and when he saw 
his air castles tumbling to the ground 
in the death of Jesus he had no heart 
for anything. He could not face his 
brethren in the meeting so he stayed at 
home and nursed his disappointment. 

A THREADBARE EXCUSE. 

Thomas failed to see the importance 
fof public worship. You have all heard 
the threadbare excuse, “I can read my 
Bible at home and can read a sermon 
with as much profit as I could find in 
go!ng to church.

Their crit- 
icisms are based on ignorance of our 
problems and perils. 

But no sane man can make a de- 
fense of mob law and uphold the deci-) 
sions of Judge Lynch.

WEEKLY REVIEW OF NEW 
“ORLEANS COTTON MARKET 


The Market Was Subjected to 
Much Selling Pressure Chief- 
ly From Liquidating Longs 


(By Associated Press.) t 

NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 11.—The cot- 
ton market was subjected to much 
selling pressure this week, chiefly from 
liquidating longs, and prices steadily 
showed a downward trend, except for a 
while on the closing session, when the 
market felt the influence of the cold 
wave threatening the cotton region. 

The net results of the week's trading 
were a decline of 53 to 68 points. The 
high prices were made on Monday and 
the low prices on Saturday. At the 
highest the trading months were 7 
Points up to 7 points down, compared 
with the close of last week; at the 
lowest they were 55 to 71 points under 
last week’s close, The range was 61 
to 64 points. 

Better weather conditions in the cot- 
ton region and an overbought future 
market were the main influences at 
work. Bears had the advantage, and 
added @ considerable volume of short 
selling to the offerings. At the lowest 
prices were nearly a cent a pound down 
from the high levels of the seuson, 
reached a few days ago. The decline 
was generally called a natural reaction 
after a long-continued advance, and it 
was not until the end of the week that 
bulls made any serious attempt to 
check the downward movement. 

At the end of the week the market 
had a better undertone, and bulls 
claimed that it had been cleaned of the 
larger part of its long interest. Less 
rain fell this week than for some time 
Past, and temperatures were high; at 
the week-end, however, the cold wave 
sweeping down from the northwest 
Seemed to promise a radical change in 
temperatures, and perhaps frost. 

The, statistics of the week were bull- 
ish, chiefly because of the large mill 
takings. For the week takings of 
American cotton were put by Hester at 
303,000 bales, against 198,000 this week 
last year and 289,000 this week two 
yeats ago. They caused much bullish 
comment. 

In the spot’ department prices lost 
Seven-sixteenths of a cent, middling 
closing at 13 9-16c, against 14c last 
week and 10 7-8c this week last year. 
Sales on the spot amounted to 1,799 
bales, against 3,271 last week and 3.005 
this week last year; sales to arrive 
amounted to 7,845 bales, against 6,288 
and 9,150.

AUSTIN AND RAIT COTTON LETTER. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—COTTON.— 
As indicated in our letters and 
telegrams of the past ten days 
the price of 14 cents at this: 
early date of crop marketing had dis- 
counted about everything unfavorable 
regarding known crop conditions and we 
would consider the situation much more 
healthy if more of the crop was market- 
ed, although the indications were tor 
a supply less than last lear's takings 
which would result in higher prices as 
the season developed. We have now 
had a reaction of about one cent per 
pound after an advance of over three 
cennts per pound and the resultant 
liquidation leaves the market in a much 
stronger position. As ih every important 
market movement enthusiasm is bound 
to get the better of sour business 
judgment and those in the eastern 
belt in particular who had taken the 
selling side from 11 cents upward ex- 
periencing loss after loss finally took 


came over-enthusiastic as new high 
levels were daily recorded. 

Exports are slightly ahead of, last 
year but the ginning report, even with 
the bad weather prevailing, indicated an 
unusually heavy early supply and with 
freight room under last year it would 
seem that the crop had not passed into 
sonsumers’ hands; in fact some tele- 
grams from ‘Texas stated that local 
speculators hau over-bid the exporters 


g {and were holding the staple for 16 cents 


and upwards, and of course the buyers 
of contracts did the same. It may pe 
that the selling will now be over-done 
and we advise against too much confi- 
dence on the short side, although if we 
are to have anything like low prices 
this season it would be natural to ex- 
pect same to become effective in the 
near future with the heaviest of the 
movement coming upon the market. 

In addition to the danger from an ea} 
ly frost we also have to contend with 
the’ weather unfavorable for picking and 
marketing the crop so that it would take 
but little in the way of weather appre- 
hension to cause @ good rally *from the 
low levels of this week. Should we be 
favored with exceptionally favorable 
weather and no killing frost before 
November 1st it would not be at all sur- 
prising to see somewhat lower levels 
temporarily. 

We cannot agree with the optimistic 
crop reports indicating a possible supply 
of 16,000,000 bales this season, even 
with the favorable outlook in the east- 
ern belt; it would seem impossible, to 
make up for the losses in the hugh 
western belt production, and, while it 
is too early to estimate the crop, we 
Qelieve 12,250,000 bales+to be too small, 
and we are inclined to hazard an opin- 
ion that the outturn will exceed this 
by *1,000,000 subject of course to rea- 
sonably favorable weather from now on 
Such a crop would be less than require- 
ments, even if the latter is well: un- 
der last year as reserves of the raw 
article and finished goods are down to 
a minimum and after more of the crop 
1s digested we expect an upward trend 
to prevail until much higher levels are 
recorded. ‘Trade buying is now in evi- 
dence on this first important setback 
while speculators are liquidating or 
selling short, so that we should now 
have a series of wide fluctuations with 
good trading opportunities for perhaps 
30 to 60 points fom a few weeks with 
the weather. Our advice would be to 
buy on the weak spots that may occur 
and liquidate such contracts at fair 
profits and be careful to sell only on 
strong spots—but for a position with 
proper marginal protection we regard 
cotton bought around these low levels 
as likely to ‘prove very profitable, with 
the advantage always in favor of the 
buyer with any bad weather or early 
frost. 

Cotton Seed Oil—With the advent of 
clearing weather the pressure of secd 
and crude is felt in this market, al- 
though values remain unusually high 
for this season of year. The lard sit- 
uation shows up so strong that if but 
a moderate cotton crop is harvested 
supplies are not apt to be burdensome 
and high levels could be sustained for 
the Year. We should not follow up 
advaices at this season, however, as it 
will be 60 to $0 days before the pres- 
sure from live hogs and cotton seed 18 
off the market and foreign demands re- 
main quiet because of high prices. The 
tariff situation enters into considera- 
tion to some degree, but we believe any 
decided reaction should be taken ad- 
vantage of and think purchases will 
Prove profitable,

WEEKLY REVIEW OF THE 
IRON AND STEEL MARKETS 


NEW YORK. Oct. 11.—Iron and stteel 
weekly review: 

The yolume of business in rolled 
products was disappointing to the steel 
mills this week, and the tendency of 
prices was downward. Thus far the 


lamba, 


effect of the new tariff has been to 
curtail business, as consumers, antict- 
pating lower prices, remained out of 


the market. On the other hand, foreign 
competition in the home markets has 
been almost negligible to date, and 
there has been no occasion for the mills 
to reduce prices further; but in the 
last six weeks steel billets have receded 
$8 per ton, steel sheets even more and 
tin plate $2 per ton, or 10 cents per 
base box. 

Wire products have not changed es- 
sentially except in the south, where 
local mills have shaded prices $1 per 
ton. The new tariff schedule gives for- 
eign wire nails, plain wire and gal- 
vanized barbed fence wire an advan- 
tage of $3 per ton on the Atlantic sea- 
board, but the advantage disappears as 
freight rates to the interior are en- 
countered. Any readjusiment of prices 
here will require months to establish. 

In the meantime home manufacturers 
are well fortified with specifications on 
contracts and as a whole rolling mill 
schedules are well in hand for the rest 
of the year. Some special lines, how- 
ever, are suffering, and the output of 
sheets and tin plate is being reduced. 

Last week the raflroads placed orders 
for nearly 50,000 tons of raila, includ- 
ing 30,000 for the Great Northern, 
5,000 for the Chicago Great Western 
and 6,000 for the Jersey Central, 
Bridge contracts were placed by the 
New Haven, Boston and Albany, Michi- 
gan Central, Toledo and Ohio, Central 
and Pittsburg and Lake Bile. Steel 
building orders, outside of railroads, 
called for 12,000 tons of steel shapes.

LIVE STOCK RECEIPTS IN 
WEST MAKE NEW RECORD 


Kansas City Handled 337,025 
Cattle Last Month—Prices 
Averaged Higher 


A record supply of cattle at Kansas 
City, record receipts of sheep and lambs, 
Unprecedented prices for grass cattle 
and increased supplies of hogs were 
among the features of the trade in live 
stock in the west during the month. 

Kansas City received 337.025 cattle 
in September, the receipts being the 
heaviest in its history for the month. 
The receipts increased 61,210 over Sep- 
tember, 1912, and were only slightly 
under the record of 339,831 markete* 
here in October, 1906, Calf receip@& 
were 97,035, compared with 35,804 last 
year, 

The five leading western marxets— 
Chicago, Kansas City, Omaha, St. Louts 
and St. Joseph—received 947,550 cattle 
and caly in September, against vz: 
000 in the same month last year. Chi- 
cago's receipts were 255,200 or more 
than 100,000 under the total at Kansas 
City. The Chicago recetpts in Septem- 
ber, 1912, were 248,100. Kansas City’s 
enormous movement was due to the 
Jack of feed and shortage of water in 
the southwest. That it was at the 
expense of future supplies is generally 
admitted, and diminishing receipts are 
predicted for the balance of the year. 

Despite the enormous supply at Kan- 
sas City and the increased receipts at 
the leading western markets combined, 
prices averaged higher than ever for 
the season, except the best corn-fed 
steer: Demand for cattle at Kansas 
City during the month was almost un- 
limited eastern and northern corn belt 
farmers buying stockers—feeders and 
breeding animals—with avidity at un- 
precedented prices. Fat stock snid high, 
but prices on corn-fed steers were from 
50 cents to $1 per hundredweight under 
the level of a year ago, when the mar- 
ket was feeling the effect of the 
drought of 1911 Top beeves brought 
$9.50 in Chicago and 39.25 here. Stock 
cattle soki up to $8.50 here, or $1.65 
higher than last year and feeders up 


to $8.40 or 40 cents over last year. 
The prices, of course, reduced the 
losses incurred through forced ship- 
ments. 


The shipments of stocker and feeder 
cattle from Kansas City in Septembe 
aggregated 171,918 head, or nearly 60 
per cent of the receipts. The shipments 
were the heaviest in the history of the 
market, showing an increase of 54,316 
over the same month last year. A totat 


of 5,165 cars were required to haut! 
these cattle out. As most of them 
went east and north, raflroads expe- 


rienced difficulty in supplying the de- 
mand for cats. All of the unfinished 
cattle will come back to market when 
fattened, but Chicago will get the bulk, 
not Kansas City. Iowa and Illinois 
Purchased 2,890 cars of stockers and 
feeders here in September, compared 
with 1,551 the same month a year ago, 
while the Kansas and Missouri pur- 
chases: were 1,235 cars, or 367 less than 
last year. 

Although southwestern markets re- 
ceived Hghter runs of sh and lambs, 
the combined supply at the five leading 
markets in September was 1,966,900 


head, the heaviest in their history for 
the month, and $41,850 in excess of 
September, 1912. Chicago's in 


the receipts was 820,000 head, while 
Omaha had 742,000, ‘The tremendous 
outpouring of range sheep and lambs 
was due to the attractive prices, which 
averaged 30 cents to $1 higher than 
last year, fears of the effects of the 
placing of mutton and wool on a free- 
trade pasis and to the heavy lamb crop 
secured by western flockmasters last 
spring. 

The trek of settlers into Montana, 
Idaho and Wyoming also foreed liquida- 
tion by flockniasters. ;Continued heavy 
supplies are expected. Feeders in Chi- 
cago and Omaha territory bought the 
feeding stock in the tuns, the propor- 
tion of which was normal, with sur- 
prising eagerness, considering the high 
cost of corn and hay. This foreshadow: 
an abundant supply of fed muttons 
next winter and spring. 

Combined receipts of hogs at the five 
leading western markets were 1,176,050 
head in September, against 865,200 a 
year ago. High corn prices and the 
prevalence of cholera, especially in 
Iowa, induced increased marketing. 
Thousands of unfinished porkers were 
received, and it is probable that the 
quantity of meat produced from the in- 
creased supply of hogs was lighter than 
from the runs of last September. At 
Kansas City, for example, the average 
weight of the hogs received was only

Sisal Rope Factory in 
Florida Only One of 


Its Kind in Country 


VALDOSTA, Ga, Oct. 11.—J. T. Pea- 
cock, of this city, a wealthy naval stores 
operator, is connected with the only 
hemp rope factory on this side of the 
ocean. The plant is located on Pine 
Island, near Fort Myers, Fla., and rep- 
resents an investment of $100,000. Mr. 
Peacock’s associates have nine hundred 
acres of sisal, which produces the fiber 
that goes into the rope. 

The sisal in typical “lazy man's 
crops.” It 1s planted every seven years 
and grows a leaf which produces a fiber 
about seven feet in length and as tough 
as a small wire. The plant is some- 
thing like a century plant, and the use 
of it for rope making was brought about 
by a young man who worked in a rope 
factory in the old ‘country and who 
understood the character of hemp and 
different fiber-producing plants. ‘As 
soon as he saw it he declared that it 
would make a better grade of hemp rope 
than hemp itself. 

Experiments followed and the foctory 
was built—the first one of its kind in 
the United States. It employs fifty 
hands and a small city is being built 
on Pine Island to develop further the 
sisal industry. 

Mr. Peacock brought a number of the 
samples of rope here. He is confident 
the industry is going to be a profitable 
one and will make this country inde 
pendent of foreign markets for hemp 
rope, as he can make it at about half 
what the foreign. product costs.

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Ort. 11.—Speed, 
weight and experience is the rare com- 
bination of qualities which Coach War- 
ren has secured in his 1913 Virginia 
varsity. The team as it now stands ta 
& well balanced machine of men phya- 
feaily ft. The alumnt coaches who have 
been working with the team all say 
that the team this year compares favor- 
ably with previous winning teams turn- 
e! out from the university. 

The team was built around seven-let- 
ter men and there is really only one new 
man on the line-up. White, at left end, 
was not out for football at all last 
year. Ray, at half, is making his first 
appearance on the team, but not on the 
squad, as he has been working with 
them for the past two years, last year 
and the year before he was hurt early 
in the season and could not continue 
All the rest of the men have had a 
year or more training, either on the 
team or on the squad, This expertence 
is a great asset to the players and to 
the coaches, who are not compelled to 
bulld a team out of green material. 

The weight of the team {ts centered 
in the line, which has an average weight 
of 187 pounds. The ends weigh 155 
and 157, they being the two lightest men 
on the team.

There would be mighty few .300 hit- 
ters. in the American league if the 
scouts employed by the clubs of the 
junior organization could dig up a few 
more pitchers like Walter Johnson, 
who was awarded the Chalmers car of- 
fered to the American league's _ most 
yaluable player this season. The Ida- 
he phenom has held his opponents to 
a colletcive batting average of 184 in 
the contests in which he had engaged 
up to last Monday, no team coming 
anywhere near acquiring.a .300 bat- 
ting average at his expense. In fact, 
only one club—Cleveland—had managed 
to hit better than .200 against Wash- 
ington's eminent gunner, even the 
champions, the Athletics, who have 
triumphed over Johnson thrice this sea- 
son, only having batted at a .185 clip 
in the games in which they have faced 
him. 

‘The Naps’ average against Johnson is 
.224, Boston’s, .196, Philadelphia's, .185, 
Detroit's, .173, Chicago's, .159, St. Lou- 
is, .155 and New York's, .154. 

Johnson has twirled 315 and 2-8 in- 
nings of ball for the Senators this sea- 
son, or about 35 nine-inning games. In 
these contests his opponents have made 
205 hits in 1,112 times at bat and have 
scored 49 runs, the average number 0} 
safeties and tallies per game 
being 5.57 and 14 respectively.

Domestic Manufacturers Have 
Adjusted Themselves to New 
Scale—Many Have Sold Prod- 
ucts Year in Advance

The tariff bill has passed, It is 
signed, sealed and delivered. There 
has been no great cataclysm, the stars 
and stripes floats over “the land of the 
free” and her citizens are still exer- 
cising their inalienable rights to the 
pursuit of “life, liberty and happiness.” 
It did net hurt so bad after all. It re- 
minds one of the boy's first loose 
tooth; talking about it, agitating and 
discussing it hurts worse than the real 
operation of its removal. 

Some of the tariff bill's worst ene- 
mies freely admit that they did not be- 


lieve it a menace to. business, They 
now say they did not want matters 
disturbed and were really afraid to 


have so important a transaction left in 
the hands of “inexperienced legisla- 
tor: 

I heard the chairman of the commit- 
tee of importers of foreign linens pay 
Mr. Underwood a back-handed compli- 
ment, This gentleman stated to the 
head of his department, that after 3ev- 
eral conferences with Mr. Underwood 
regarding the tariff bill, he did not be- 
lieve him to be a Democrat, that Mr. 
Underwood displayed a knowledge and 
finesse in handling the tariff question 
that was far superior to anything he 
believed a Democrat capable of. Qur 
Republican friends of the north are 
gradually learning,a few things. 

Many of the domestic manufacturers 
adjusted their affairs to the new tar- 
iff regulations early in September. They 
came out with prices of their prod- 
ucts, sold them up readily and a good 
many haye withdrawn their line from 
the market, as their mills have been 
sold up a year in advance, The con- 
cessions made by the corporations and 
manufacturers of woolen dress goods 
was about 6 cents per yard on 36-inch 
all-wool and cotton warp serges and 
about 15 cents per yard on 60 and 64- 
inch serges. It may be now that these 
corporations will within the year de- 
clare a 40 per cent dividend instead of 
60 per cent, but it is also true that 
they sold their mills up in about three 
or four weeks and will run them for a 
year instead of six to eight months, 
thereby giving their help employment 
for twelve months instead of half

The molders work rapidly. 
the speed, however, of precision for 
every piece must be flawless, before it 
is permitted to go into any of the com- 
pany’s products. 

The room is lined with row after row 
of the waiting molds, and at 3 o'clock, 
the hour for the daily run, the workers 
pass up and down the rows with long 
handled clay ladles brimming with mol- 
ten iron. Each mold receives its fill, 
the castings are thus made and allowed 
to cool and are ready then for the clean- 
ing room. 

The furnace is fired with pine logs 
about 11 o'clock, in which is then placed 
the requisite amount of 78-hour foun- 
dry coke and iron. Two grades of iron 
are used, No. 2 soft iron and No. 2 
foundry iron, All of these ingredients 
are weighed to the ounce. There must 
be no guess work about the iron that 
goes into the making of the Atlanta line 
of stoves. The blast is turned on at 
2:30 o'clock and at % o'clock the iron 
is ready for the molds. 

THE CLEANING PROCESS, 

The castings, when taken) from’ the 
molds bring away with them a thin 
deposit of sand but after they have 
heen placed in big revolving cylinders 
with a quantity of small iron stars, 
the “jack rocks” known to every small 
boy, and whirled about and about, they 
come forth entirely cleaned. 

Certain parts that are to be nickeled 
are still further smoothed by wire 
brushes. They are then placed in a 
vat where electrolysis gives them their 
nickel coating and felt brushes their 
bright polish. 

All the parts are assembled in the 
mounting room where workers put them 
together. The fitting parts are accurate- 
ly ground to give perfect adjustment. 
All the lids and other detachable parts 
are wired together and placed inside, 
and the stove is then ready for the in- 
spector, who tries each job to see that 
it is perfect, and unless it is he refuses 
to pass it. 

Bringing out a new design of stove 
requires first that it be carved in wood 
by an expert craftsman. From the wood- 
en model the casting is made for the 
pattern and it is only from the original 
pattern that a proper casting can be se- 
cured. A separate building houses the 
patterns of the Atlanta Stove works, 
which are very valuable, The company 
also maintains a room of {ts own for 
the making of wooden patterns. 


‘There are also rooms for the interest-| 
ing operations of cutting the sheets of 


metal for the warming closets and for 
stove piping and for curving the iron 
piping used in the company’s line of 
coil heaters, a product that has every- 
where proved popular. 

No complaint about one of the stoves, 


| ranges or heaters of the Atlanta Stove 


works is neglected. A circular contain- 
ing minute instructions is matled to 
every such complainant, which is de- 
signed to point out any error or care- 
lessness in the use of the stove-which 
may happen to render it unsatisfactory. 
If for any cause a stove is returned 
to the factory, it is connected with an 
ordinary flue, a fire built in it, and food 
is cooked on it, a detailed report of 
which is sent to the former user, point- 
ing out what the trouble was in his 
method of use. 


In addition to stoves, rangés and heat- 
ers, the company manufactures pots 
and other stove utensils and grate 
baskets and frames. The front part of 
the factory is used for store rooms, 
which are stacked to the ceiling with al 
the various forms of the 
products, ready for shipment.

THRIVING HOME INDUSTRY 


Trip Through Plant Revelation 
of What Atlanta Manufac- 
turers Are Doing 


Few Atlantians realize the impor 
tance of the spring bed and mattress 
industry to the city, Take a little jour~ 
ney with the Firing Line in the follow- 
ing paragraphs through tne plant of 
the Southern Spring Bed company, 
Here is a strictly “home” industry that 
means much to Atlanta. You will learn 
something. 

It will be learned that practically all 
the raw-materials are bought in home 
markets, and that in every department 
fiome labor is used, making it the kind 
of real home industry that is of the 
highest economic value to the com- 
munity. 

It will be learned that this plant, 
established since 1881, has doubled its 
rate of production in the last six years, 
showing a thriving condition that is 
promise of its keeping step with the 
city’s industrial growth in the future, 
and a good chance of its setting the 
pace for other factories. 

And it will be learned, too, why some 
mattresses work themselves into a 
lumpy condition as if stuffed with cot- 
ton in the boll while other mattresses 
remain as smooth and light as when 
first bought, something of perhaps more 
personal interest than the economic 
value of the factory to Atlanta. 

But to see these things we must start 
on our trip through the factory with 
R. W. Schwab, the superintendent, our 
guide. 

In the warehouse for the cotton lin- 
ters are kept about 3,000 bales of this 


material which stands in storage here) 


for many months before being used in 
order that it may be thoroughly dried 
before going into the making of a mat- 
tress. 

If we are to know anything about 
mattresses we must know something 
of cotton linters, the principal material. 
One-third of the entire production of 
cotton linters is used by the mattress 
manufacturers and tHe rest ig divided 
among the makers of a number of prod- 
ucts, some of which are hard to ass 
clate with cotton, moving picture films 
and imitation silk, for instance, both 
of which are made from this cheap cot- 
ton fiber. 

From the big warerooms eight to ten 
bales of linters a day pass to the clean- 
ing and opening machines, the first step 
in the mattress making, After all for- 
eigner matter has been removed by suc- 
tion with these machines, the material 
is put through the felting machines 
whien work it into extremely thin lay- 


ers, pile these layers one above the 
other and compress the mass to form 
felting ready for the mattress cover. 


It is the work of this one machine that 
established the difference between the 
felt and simply the cotton mattress. 
They are the same type of carding ma- 
chines as Fhoee used for making wool 
felt. 

UP-TO-DATE MACHINE, 


Only during recent years has the 
“filling” of mattresses been done by 
machine instead of hand, The ma- 


chine that does this, however, is rapid 
and efficient, compressing the layers of 
felt and shooting the mass into the 
mattress covering neatly and quickly. 

After the sewing, still done carefully 
by hand, the mattresses are ready for 
the burlap bags in which they are ship- 
ped out to the furniture dealers through- 
out the soush. 

In the other great department of the 
factory, where thousands of yards of 
steel wire are daily worked into the 
form of bed springs, there is the same 
cdreful organization and efficiency as 
if the mattress department. There 
have been marked changes and develop- 
ments in the manutacture of the 
springs. Following the old wood-slat, 
tacked coil spring of many years ago, 
the later all-metal, coil bed spring is 
being displaced by the wire net style. 

From the time the wire comes from 
the reel for the first operation until the 
finished bed springs are dipped in the 
Paint in the ten-foot deep slot in the 
ground, it is given expert handling by 
men of years of training in their work. 

Cots and pillows are also made in 
these factories. The plant covers 75,000 
square feet, employs 125 people and 
ships its product not only to all south- 
ern states but is also sending its Red 
Cross mattresses to eastern states. 

Its cotton linters and material for 
covers are bought from Georgia mills 
and most of the steel wire is Atlanta- 
made. There is no foreign labor in 
the plant—practicalily every man is a 
Georgian.

The new law dos not 
aifect the quail season in Georgia which opens on November 20—but— 

By its provisions one caunot shoot quail between daybreak and 
©, formerly a favorite time for hunters to seek game, One can- 
shoot quail after sunset either—another blow to the hunters. 
While sportsmen will be disappointed that some of their favorite 
hours for hunting have been forbidden, the federal law can be consid- 
“fd as nothing but a wise move. In the early hours of the morning 
the birds are feeding, the grass Is wet with dew and it is 
~~ for the keen nosed dogs to trail and point the quail out 
‘r their masters to flush and shoot.

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ity. Freedom of conscience and 
free government have all been won 
for the world by those wno were 
willing to labor unselfishly for their 
fellows. So well established is this 
doctrine that we do not regard any- 
one as great unless he recognizes 
how unimportant his life is in com- 
parison with the problems with 
which he deals. 

I find no proof that man was made 
in the image of his Creator in the 
fact that, throughout the centuries, 
man has been willing to die, it 
necessary, that blessings denied to 
him might be enjoyed by his chil- 
dren, his children’s chilaren and we 
world. 

The seeming paradox, “He that 
sayeth his life shall lose it, and he 
that loseth his life for my sake shall 
find it,” has an application wider 
than that usually given to it; it is 
an epitome of history. Those who 
live only for themselves find a larger 
life than the one they would have 
surrendered. Wendell Phillips gave 
expression to the same idea when he 
said, “What imprudent men_ the 
benefactors of the race have been! 
How prudently most men sink into 
nameless graves, while now and theu 
a few forget themselves into im- 
mortality!”” We win immortality, 
not by remembering ourselves, but 
by forgetting ourselves in devotion 
to things larger than ourselves. 

Instead of being an unnatural 
plan, the plan of salvation Is im pe:- 
fect harmony with human nature as 
we understand it Sacrifice is the 
language of love, and Christ, in sul- 
fering for the world, adopted the 
only means of reaching the heart. 
This can be demonstrated not only 
by theory, but by experience, for the 
story of His life, His teachings, His 
sufferings and His death has been 
translated into every language, and 
everywhere it has touched tne 
heart. 

The most difficult of all the vir- 
tues to cultivate is. the forgiving 
spirit. Revenge seems to be natural 
with man; it is human to want to 
get even with an enemy. It has 
even been popular to boast of vin- 
dictiveness; it was once inscribed on 
a man’s monument that he had re- 
paid both friends and enemies more 
than he had received. This was not 
the spirit of Christ. He taught for-

“We have little respect for those who 
turn the other cheek.” 

If mother is impatient, the children 
will be more than careful not to worry 
her, and the wife that will make 
things uncomfortable for hubby if she 
does not have her way usually gets it. 

Patience or meekness do not really 
loom so large as a virtue as we have 
been taught. There is no particular 
reason why one should be patient with 
a selfish, self-centered person who in- 
sists that the world must be run for 
her benefit. It would probably do her 
good and broaden her character to 
realize that she must consider others. 

One must not confuse patience with 
consideration. To have consideration 
means that you are just, that you will 
give to every one his due and will not 
arrogate all the attention and though 
and care of every one about you to 
yourself. . 

Patience means meekly accepting all 
sorts of uncomfortable circumstances 
rather than hurt the feelings of some 
very thoughtless, selfish person who 
should be taught better. 

That bibical promise, “Blessed are 
the meek, for they shall inherit the 
earth,” usually means, in modern par- 
lance, a nice, round lump of mud in 
the neck. The man who has inherited 
a farm, a gold mine, a lumber forest 
or an acre or two of land in the heart 
of New York or Chicago simply be- 
cause he is meek and lowly, has not

But love is the foundation of 
Christ’s creed. The world had 
known love befone; parents had 
loved their chilgren, and children 
their parents; husbands had loved 
their wives, and wives their hus- 
bands; and friend had loved friena; 
but Jesus gave a new definition of 
love. His love was as wide as the 
sea; its limits were so far-flung that 
even an enemy could not travel be- 
yond its bounds.

What conclusion is to be drawn 
from the life, the teachings and the 
death of this historic figure?

placed in charge of the Atlanta federal 
penitentiary, Warden Moyer began to 
urge the enactment of a parole law. 
In 1910, the law was passed. It pro- 
vided that any federal prisoner of good 
conduct should be eligible to parole 
when he had served one-third of his 
sentence. Life-term prisoners were 
excepted from this law. 
THE LAW IS PROVED. 

Doubt was felt by many of the wis- 
dom of paroling prisoners even of 
limited terms. But their doubt was 
without reason. The good effect was

seen at once in each of the three 
government prisons; and there is 
ground for believing that the parole 
law, during the three years since its 
enactment, has tended to reduce the 
number of crimes against the govern- 
ment. 

Warden Moyer soon set about an 
effort to have the parole statute ex- 
tended to life-time prisoners, and 
last January a section, with this pro- 
vision, was added to the law. It 
requiges that the life-term prisoner 
shall serve fifteen years, but at the 


end of that time he shail be eligible 
to parole. 

With this much accomplished, the 
warden now urges that judges be al- 
lowed to place federal prisoners upon 
probation instead of sentencing them 
to prison; and that where sentence 
is passed it shall be indeterminate— 
that it shall last only so long as the 
prisoner is criminal. 

The passage of the parole law was 
the beginning of hig effort to change 
the government’s theory of crime and 
the treatment of crime. The passage 
of probationary and indeterminate 
laws would complete his effort. 

But the story of his work in behalf 
of federal prisoners would be tncom- 
plete without a mention of the lesser 
mercies that he has secured for them. 

First of all he established a baseball! 
league two years ago at the prison— 
a league in which prisoners are play- 
ers and fans. ‘The success of this 
league as a means of discipline and of 
reformation was such that the attor 
ney general ordered the federal prison 
at Fort Leavenworth to establish a 
similar league. 

PRISON SCHOOL. 

Warden Moyer next provided for a 
prison school, although the govern- 
ment neglected and still neglects ta 
furnish a teacher to whom the prison- 
ers shall go as pupils. He has selected 
those of the prisoners who are well 
taught, and has made them the teach- 
ers of their fellows in misfortune. Of 
the 452 prisoners who were received 
at the penitentiary last year, 90 were 
illiterate.- Of the illiterates 90 per 
cent can now read and write. 

In speaking of this school, the war- 
den ‘says: 

“There can be no justification for 
returning illiterate men to society, 
when they can ve so soon taught to 
read and write and at so small a 
comparative expense.” 

Afterward, he passed a rule, allow- 
ing prisoners to talk during mvals. 
Other penitentiaries require that the 
prisoners shall sit silent at table, all 
like dumb men.. This rule was de- 
fended as being a means to discipline. 
Warden Moyer saw in it unnecessary 
sternness, and ordered it abolished. 

He permitted last year the found- 
ing of a prison paper, written and 
published monthly by prisoners; and 
used by them as a means of speaking 
their thoughts to the world at large 

He abolished stripes as clothing, 
and put in their place cloth of plain 
blue. 

He encouraged the organization of a 
prison orchestra, 

He took pains to protect the health 
of prisoners by introducing the set- 
ting-up drill as an exercise; and by 
employing an oculist and a dentist to 
visit the prison each week to examine 
prisoners. 

He has, in a word, been as a father 
to the prisoners in his care, a warden 
who has given hfs prisoners a chance.

Association of New York City, 
which led the sportsmen of the 
country in their campaign for 
the Weeks-McLean law, show- 
ing the exact open seasons pro- 
vided by these regulations on 
all migratory game birds in 
every state of the south. 

A comprehensive plan for the 
enforcement of the new law 
has been made, but the details 
have not yet been fully worked 
out Briefly, this plan con- 
templates the division of the 
country inte thirteen districts, 
each in charge of an expe- 
rienced inspector and a force 
of about 200 picked men 
selected by the State warden 
dapartments. Five inspectors 
and about 10 per cent of the 
force have already been ap- 
pointed. 


It is expected that each of 
the inspectors will have not 
more than twenty-five wardens 
in his district, and will thus be 
able to keep in close touch with 
and render them personal as- 
sistance in the field. He will 
also assist as far as possible 
any other deputies in his dis- 
trict in matters affecting the 


protection of migratory birds. 

It is understood that the en- 
ergies of those charged with 
the enforcement of the new law 
will be directed at first princi- 
pally toward educating the 
3,000,000 or 4,000,000 hunt- 
ers of the country as to its 
provisions, and that arrests for 
technical violations will not be 
made. 


For the benefit. of thousands 
of inquiring sportsmen it may 
be stated that it has been de- 
cided that doves are not cov- 
ered by the new federal law, 
but may be .taken during the 
open season provided by state 
game laws.

One of the best ways of preserving recipes 
is by the card system. Buy the oiuinary 
index cards and keep a package of them at 
hand, As soon as you cut out your recipe 
attach it to the card with a sweep of your 
paste brush, or pin it to the card with a 
clip if you don’t wish to take the time for 
pasting. Then slip the card into the box; 
it is there safely until you have time to put 
it in its classified place in your file. Thisis 
really better than pasting the recipes ina 


book, since the indexed cards are easily 
found and there is always space to intro- 
duce new recipes for the same dish. 

Sut whether you use a file for your recipes 
or a book, or lay them in envelopes or any- 
thing else, be imroutable in your custom of 
having always the one place for them, and 
put them in it. Until you have tried this 
plan you have no i.ea how much time and 
worry and annoyance it will save you and 
others, 

Recipes are not the only thing for whic’ 
there should be a place if you wish to have 
peace and comfort.

town and when the cold weather arrives I 
do not have to waste any consideration 
on my receipts. There they are in that 
drawer which has held them every sum- 
mer for years. With them are my savings 
bank book and one or two similar posses- 
sions which are not used every day or every 
week, but which I want immediately when 
I want them at all. 

‘Try the same plan in other ways, and you 
will be surprised at the saving it means to 
you of thought and worry. I take it for 
granted that you have a bagor a drawer or 
& box for your patterns, and another for 


many cares on her mind can spare herself 
an incalculable amount by making a fixed 
rule of invariably stowing certain articles 
in their own niche, so that she never has to 
spend time and thought wondering where 
this special paper or book or pattern can 
possibly be. 

For example, when I go to the country 
for the summer I send certain valuables 
to the bank. I also put my furs in storage. 
The receipts for these always go into a 
small drawer in my desk, and it is always 
the same drawer. When I come back to 


your pieces—perhaps more than one. I 
have found that it simplified searching to 
roll up the different kinds of scraps and 
pin or tie them and then stow them in a 
box or a drawer or arrange them ona shelf. 
When Iam looking for a piece of some spe- 
cial kind I do not have to turn a whole rag 
bag upside down and inside out to find 
what I want. 

On the same principle I mark everything 
I put up for the summer or the winter. 
When I have wrapped my woolens in cloths 
I tag them, attaching the tag beating the 


name of the contents of the package to the 
string with which the parcel or box is tled. 
When the wrap or the thick frock or the 
heavy underwear is needed in he fall there 
is no frenzied hunting through a dozen 
bundles to find what {sindemand. There 
is its name and address, so to speak, ready 
to your hand. Likewise I mark the boxes 
in which summer dreases and undergar- 
ments are put away until warm weather 
comes again. If the articles are packed 
down in a trunk @ list of the things It con- 
tains is written out clearly and pasted or 
fastened with thumb, tacks on the inside of

Makes Delicious Dessert. 

“IT inclose a recipe taken from a maga- 
zine which we think makes a delicious des- 
sert. I vary it by using different fruits, 
leaving out the lemon in such cases. I, too, 
wish C. B. L. would serfd recipes for dishes 
containing no meat, as I believe they 
would prove helpful. You spoke recently 
of certain recipes appearing in a daily 
paper and I wonder in what paper. Per- 
haps other Cornerites would like to know. 
Here is the recipe for peach trifle of which 
I spoke: 

“Soften one-third of a box of gelatin 
with, one-third cup of cold water and dis- 
solve ig one-third cup of boiling water. 
Add one cup of sugar and when dissolved 
the juicesof one lemon and strain. When 
cool add a cup of fresh peaches put through 
the ricer. As it begins to harden add the 


stiffly beaten whites of three eggs and whip 

all the while till the mixture is white and 
frothy. I use only two whites. Turf into 
a ring” mold and serve with sweetened 
whipped cream in the center of mold. I do 
not use the cream with it B.C. Hw” 

Thank you for your recipe, which I hail 
myself as an excellent addition to my list 
of fruit desserts. I think it might be still 
finer if the center of the mold were filled 
with ice cream, plain vanilla, instead of 
with whipped cream, although the jelly 
itself should be good enough if eaten with 
plain sweet cream. I see the possibilities 
of this recipe with apples or other fruits, 
fresh or canned 

‘The other recipes to which you refer as 
appearing in other issues of the paper are 
usually found in the daily edition of the 
paper, in which we have also a Sunday 
Corner.

Process of Crystallizing Alum. 


“Will you Kindiy give me the recipe for 
crystallizing alum? To explain this further 
I will mention having seen fancy work— 
tor instance, a fruit basket—made of wire 
and covered with something I was told was 
erystallized alum, which looked just like 
frost on the Wire frame. The process of 
getting the alum to stick to the wire was 
Gone in some way of steaming and it is this 
tor which I would like the recipe.

In my youth this style of ornamentation 
was popular, and I recollect well having 
done some of it myself. The process I fol- 
lowed was to Wind the object to be treat- 
ed with fine worsted. Coiton or wool with 
a smooth surface would not anewer; it had 
to be rather rough. The alum was di 
solved in water to make a saturated solu- 
tien—that !s, as much of the powdered alum 
as the water will take up—end the object 
wound with wool was dipped into this, 
More than one cipping was usually required 
and the ornament was allowed to dry be- 
tween whiles. The alum then formed 
crystals on the wool and we used to think 
then. pretty. I have never heard of the 
steaming process to which you refer for 
bringing the wire into @ condition te hold 
the crystals. If any of our Corncrites know
